Quite independently of 6ticli well- 
known ex-«oldier clergymen as the 
present archbishop of (York and one of 
his immediate predecessors in that 
dignity, there have hecn historical 
and most romantic cases where the 
clinnge lins hem brought about on 
the very battlefield itself. 

Perhaps the. best known of these 
cases is that of the Into Lieut. Ifoch- 
fort, of the British army. In the sec- 
ond Chinese war Gen. Sir Hope 
tii-nnt and his staff were surprised by 
a party of Tartar tavalry, hut Lieut. 
Rochfort happened to be at band 
with n held piece, and made deadly 
havoc and carnage among the Tar- 
tars. This seeirts to have so affected 
aim, however, that at the first allow- 
able moment he threw down his arms 
and too'; up iw.-moii tjofk in China, 
lie has left a remarkable book, in 
which he declares that tre whole ef- 
fort of his life was to' blot out the 
memory of Hie bloodshed he had ef- 
fected. 

This was precisely Hie case with a 
well-know* Yorkshire clergyman, a 
former vicar of St. James' church, 
Bradford, who had been one of the 
midshipmen alone amongst the offi- 
alllheir superiors being wound- 
ed— left to lead the British man of 
war Shannon when it defeated the 
American ship Chesapeake in the 
deadly duel that will live forever in 
history. 

One of the most recent examples is 
that of an officer who spread death 
and destruction around him at the 
battle of El Teh. From that moment 
he has never lifted lethal weapons, 
he is now working as a clergyman 
in the slums of Manchester. Then 
be prominent case of Capt. 
Wilson, who, in one of the sorties 
from Suakim— Egypt, 1884— held a 
gun against a horde of Dervishes and 
fought with the hilt of his sword. 
After an illness that began on the 
following day he never donned uni- 
form again, but became a clergyman.
